Expected to Reflect 
Low Registration, 
Lack of Big Issues— 
School Board, Alder- 
manic Posts at Stake. 


(Information for voters about 
candidates and proposals in to- 
morrow’s elections in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county appears 
in Part Two of today’s Post- 
Dispatch.) 


A light vote was predicted 
in the city tomorrow when St. 
Louisans go to the polls to elect 
a president of the Board of 
Aldermen, 14 aldermen from 
the even-numbered wards and 
four members of the Board of 
Education. 

Also on the ballot will be a 
proposed charter amendment 
to remove the $10,000 limit on 
annual salaries of city employ- 
es. 

In St. Louis county, voters 
will choose 434 officials in 87 
cities, towns and villages, 29 
school districts, 17 fire protec- 
tion districts and nine sewer 
districts. Special propositions 
also will be on the ballot in 
eight municipalities. 

Considerable cloudiness was 
predicted for the day, with a 
chance of showers and tempera- 
tures near 70 degrees. 

A city vote of not more than 
100,000 was predicted by Harry 
Leitz, chief clerk of the St. 
Louis Board of Election Com- 
missioners. This would be 
less than one-third of the 
registration of 305,831. The 
registration itself is the lowest 
total in any election since 1931. 


Voting From 6 a.m. to 7 p.m. 

The low registration and pro- 
spective light vote were attrib- 
uted by observers to a lack 
of major issues and the over- 
whelming Democratic strength 
in all but a few wards. 

Voting hours in the city’s 786 
precinct polling places will be 
from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m. Similar 
hours will prevail in many of 
the county’s polling places. 

Most offices in City Hall and 
in the Municipal Courts and 
Civil Courts buildings will be 
closed. One circuit court divi- 
sion will remain open to handle 
election matters and a small 
staff will. be on duty at the.cir- 
cuit attorney's office. 

Federal offices, banks and 
other business firms will re- 
main open, but taverns. must 
remain closed until one-half 
hour after the polls close. 

Voting machines will be used 
in Wards One through 17. Old- 
style paper ballots will be used 
in Wards 18 through 28. 


Cady Out of School Race. 

The school board ballot will 
list 11 candidates for the four 
positions on the board but 
votes cast for the eleventh can- 
didate, George W. Cady, will 
not be counted. Cady with- 
drew from the race but too 
late for removal of his name. 

In the main city-wide race, 
Democratic Alderman A. J. 
Cervantes of the Fifteenth 
Ward is given a substantial 
edge over his Republican op- 
ponent for aldermanic presi- 
dent, Richard L. Garesche, a 
public relations counselor and 
Twenty-fifth Ward Republican 
committeeman. Cervantes’ ad- 
vantage is said to lie in his 
strong organization support. 

Garesche, in a series of 
weekend talks, continued his 
campaign theme in which he 
charged the Democratic city 
administration with excessive 
spending and unnecessary tax 
increases.

NEW DELHI, April 6 — 
Prime Minister Nehru assailed 
leaders of the Indian Com- 
munist party yesterday as “up- 
rooted” men who had forfeited 
all claims to speak for their 
countrymen. 

The issue of Tibet provoked 
the Indian leader’s outburst. It 
probably was his bitterest pub- 
lic condemnation of Indian 
Communism. 

Rejecting the Communist ac- 
cusation that the Tibetan re- 
volt was the work of a sinister 
spy ring based on Indian soil, 
Nehru told reporters: 

“The Communist party of 
India shows, even more than is 
suspected, a lack of balance 
in mind and a total absence 
of feelings of decency and na- 
tionality.” 

“What they (the Communists) 
are I do not know,” he d. 
“They cease to be Indian if 
they talk this way.” 

Black Day for Reds. 

Except for the trouble in 
Tibet, yesterday would have 
been a day of celebration for 
Indian Communists. Exactly 
two years ago a Communist 
government took office in the 
state of Kerala in southwestern 
India,

FRENCH RESTORING 
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ORDER IN DAnOMEY 


COTONOU, Dahomey, April 
6 (AP)—Freneh troops moved 
into Dahomey’s main cities to- 


day to. restore order after a 
weekend of bloody demonstra- 
tions throughout this young 
semi-independent Negro repub- 
lic of Africa. 

The troops were called by 
Premier Sourou Mican Apithy 
in a move to regain control of 
territory largely held by mem- 
bers of the main opposition 
party. 

The powerful opposition, the 
Dahomey Democratic Union, | 
carried out violent demonstra- 
tions throughout the republic 
after last Thursday's general 
elections. 

The opposition polled the 
biggest number of votes—172,- 
179—but because of the way 
electoral districts were laid out 
by the government it received 
only 11 of the assembly’s 70 
seats. The Dahomey Democratic 
Rally party, another opposition 
group, got 62,132 votes and 22 
seats. Apithy’s Dahomey Rally 
party got 144,038 votes and 37 
seats. 

Clashes. occurred in several 
big centers, chiefly in the 
northern part of the territory, 
between the main opposition 
group and members of Apithy’s 
party. In one street demon- 
stration in Parakou 100 people 
were reported injured. 

Last night the Democratic 
Union proclaimed Apithy’s gov- 
ernment illegal and called on 
the population to disobey its 
orders.

New African Federation of 
Mali Is Formed. 
DAKAR, SENEGAL, April 6 
(AP)—The cabinet for the new 
African Federation of Mali has 


‘been named, with four minis- 


ters from the French Sudan 
and four from Senegal. 

The Mali Federation, named 
for an ancient Negro empire 
that stretched from the coast 
of Guihea to the deserts of the 
French Sudan six centuries 
ago, originally was planned’ to 
link up the four states of Su- 
dan, Senegil, Dahomey and the 
Upper Volta republic. 

Dahomey and the Upper Vol- 
ta republic decided not to join 
because of local rivalries. The 
four territories had agreed to 
form the federation a few 
weeks after they all voted to 
remain in France’s overseas 
community in the constitutional 
refereudum held in French 
territories last fall.

Democrat Cervantes in Contest 
With Republican Garesche for 
President of Board of Aldermen 


Former Has Been Alderman 10 Years, | 


Latter Active in G.O.P. Politics Since 
1947 — Board Head Serves on. City’s 
Fiscal Control Agency. 


OTERS WILL ELECT a President of the Board of Alder- 


V men tomorrow for a four-year term beginning April 21. 
Candidates are Alderman A. J. Cervantes, Democrat, and 
Richard L. Garesche, Republican. 


The most important duty of the aldermanic president is 


to serve with the Mayor and the Comptroller as a member of | 


the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, the city’s fiscal 
control agency. He is presiding officer and a voting member 
of the Board of Aldermen, and. also is an ex-officio member 


of the City Plan Commission. 


He serves as Acting Mayor 


when the Mayor is absent from the city and succeeds to that 
post in event of death or removal from office -of the Mayor. 


Sketches of the candidates: 


| DEMOCRAT | 


A. J. CERVANTES—Head of 
the Cervantes-Cobb-Walsh In- 
surance Agency and former 
president of Laclede Cab Co., 
Cervantes has served 10 years 
as Alderman of the Fifteenth 
Ward. In 1955 he was defeated 
by Donald Gunn for Demo- 
cratic nomination for the al- 
dermanic presidency. 

An unexpected winner over 
Alderman Alfred I. Harris for 
the nomination in the March 
10 primary, Cervantes in the 
present campaign has cited his 
10 years of experience as an 
alderman and his business 
background as major qualifica- 
tions for the board presidency. 
He has also said he would 
favor cutting cigarette, gaso- 
line and other “nuisance” 
taxes if the earnings tax is in- 
creased to 1 per cent from the 
present one-half of 1 per cent. 

Before the primary Cervantes 
was indorsed over Harris by 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker and 
Comptroller John H. Poelker, 
with whom the candidate would 
serve on the Board of Estimate. 

In his primary campaign 
platform Cervantes called for 
creation of a municipal busi- 
hess development commission, 
a port authority and - free 
trade zone for St. Louis, 
eontinued support of the pres- 
ent movement for city-county 
co-ordination, renewed efforts 
to solve traffic, parking and 
mass transportation problems, 
assistance for urban renewal 
and neighborhood rehabilita- 
tion, strict economy in city ex- 
penditures and support of the 
proposed city earnings tax in- 
crease. 

Freeholder Petition Sponsor. 

As a chief sponsor of peti- 
tions circulated in 1955, under 
which the present Metropolitan 
Board of Freeholders was ap- 
pointed, Cervantes in his plat- 
form said he believed “a great 
improvement in living and 
working conditions can result 
from co-operation in this 
field.” The freeholders are 
drafting a plan for submission 
to voters of the city and county. 

On traffic, “one of the most 
pressing problems of the pres- 
ent and future,” he said he 
favored more left turns, elim- 
ination of unnecessary stop 
signs and permitting right 
turns ‘on red lights where pos- 
sible. 

He proposed a separate city 
office governing off-street 
parking, both downtown and in 
neighborhood shopping areas, 
and studies directed at possi- 
ble use of expressways for pub- 
lic transit. 

He frequently has been at 
odds with the city’s Demo- 
cratic administration but at 
other times has joined in sup- 
porting it. 

Backed Anti-Bias Bill. 

Last February he was one of 
12 aldermen who voted for a 
bill to prohibit racial discrim- 
ination in places of public ac- 
eommodation. The measure 
was defeated by four votes. 
Cervantes also voted for a sim- 
ilar bill a year ago. 

In 1957 he was a leader of a 
successful campaign to defeat 
a proposed new city charter. 
Under the proposal, strongly 
supported by Mayor Tucker, 
the Board of Aldermen would 
have been cut in size from 29 
to 15 members, with seven 
elected by district and seven 
and the board president at 
large. 

Early in 1956, however, Cer- 
vantes was one of a small 
minority on the board who op- 
posed strenuous aldermanic ef- 
forts to frustrate an election on 
freeholders to draft a charter 
proposal. Cervantes voted for 
an administration measure to 
hold the election March 6, 1956. 
The measure was defeated 20 
to 7.

Ten aldermen, all but one of 
them Democrats, are seeking 
re-election tomorrow when al- 
dermen will be chosen in the 
city’s 14 even-numbered wards. 
The Eighth, Twentieth, Twenty- 
sixth and Twenty-eighth wards 
are certain to have new alder- 
men. Anton Niemeyer of the 
Eighth did not file to succeed 
himself; Edgar J. Feely and 
William C. Brady of the Twen- 
tieth and Twenty-sixth, respec- 
tively, lost in the primary and 
William A, Stolar, Twenty- 
eighth, moved to St. Louis 
county last fall, leaving his seat 
vacant.

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
has pointed out that 
amendment would affect the 
salaries of only a few top ad- 
ministrative, professional and 
technical positions, most of 
which are under civil service. 

“During the past several 
years,” he said, “the city has 
steadily- lost top professional 
personnel to private business 
and other cities because we 
cannot match the salaries of- 
fered by them.” 

An example cited by the 
Mayor was the post of deputy 
health commissioner in charge 
of preventive medicine. Al- 
though this field offers a great 
opportunity to reduce steadily 
rising costs of operating city 
hospitals, the Mayor said, the 
salary limit has prevented the 
city from finding a qualified 
physician willing to accept the 
position. 

A citizens’ committee work-

OTERS in St. Louis county will go to the polls tomorrow 
to elect 434 officials in 87 cities, towns and villages, 29 
school districts, 17 fire protection districts and nine sewer 


districts. There are 684 candidates. | 

A county superintendent of schools is to be elected for a 
four-year term and two of the six districts of the Special School 
District for the Education and Training of Handicapped Chil- 
dren will each select a director for a three-year'term. The 
incumbents, George’ W. Vossbrink, superintendent of schools, 
and George-L. Kreezer in the Third District and Mrs. Harold 
M. Feller in the Fourth District, have no opposition. 


Florissant, under a special 
eharter, is holding its election 


today. 

Mayors and other city offi- 
cials will be elected in Arbor

Regular terms of office in 
cities is for two years except 
Jennings, where the mayor is 
elected for a four-year term, 
and Olivette, where the coun- 
cilmen are chosen for three- 
year terms.

Berkeley is voting on a char- 
ter amendment changing the 
boundary of the city to include 
Lambert-St. Louis Field.

Approval of an ordinance 
creating a Land Clearance for 
Redevelopment Authority is 
being sought in Ferguson. An- 
other ballot containing 10 
amendments to the city char- 
ter will also be submitted.

(1) Increase the terms of 
councilmen to four years and

7. Establish a city plan com- 
mission of which the city man- 
ager and six members appoint- 
ed by the council shall consti- 
tute the voting members. 

8. Extend the time for pay-

9. Provides the method and 
time for filing nomination pe- 
titions for election to the coun- 


cil. 

10. Require notice in writing 
be given the city within 30 
days of occurrence by a _ per- 
son claiming damages by rea- 
son of alleged negligence of 
the city. 

Overland will decide on the 
use of voting machines in fu- 
ture elections. 

Water Company Franchise. 

A 20-year franchise grant to 
the St. Louis County Water Co. 
will be on the ballot in Bel-Nor. 

The Village of Cool Valley 
will vote on a proposal to 
change to a city of the fourth 
class. 

Approval of a 20-year con- 
tract for Town and Country to 
provide fire protection for 
neighboring Country Life Acres 
will be on the ballot in each 
village. 

The water franchise proposal 
requires a two-thirds majority 
for passage.

The Bayless and Hancock 
Place School Districts are vot- 
ing on a boundary change, ap- 
proved by both school boards, 
which would straighten the 
boundaries between the dis- 
tricts along Lemay Ferry Road. 

The Hancock Place district 
will also vote on a proposal to 
furnish free bus transportation 
to students living more than 
one half mile from school.

The State Department prom- 
ised to consider applications 
from Communist Chinese news- 
men, but made it clear it wants 
no part of any man-for-man 
exchange.

JESSUP, Md., April 6 (UPI) 
—A manhunt by police and 
military authorities succeeded 
today in recapturing 29 of 37 
inmates who escaped from two | 
mental institutions last night | 
in the biggest mass prison break 
in Maryland history. 

Only six of 34 who broke out 
of the Patuxent institution for 
defective delinquents at Jes- 
sup late yesterday were still at | 
large by noon. Two of three in- 
mates who escaped from the 
state hospital for the criminally 
insane at nearby Catonsville 
also were on the loose. 

The fugitives were being 
picked up in clusters by the 
manhunt which involved more 
than 400 state troopers, nation- 
"7 guardsmen and military po- 
ice. 

A group of six from Jessup 
was picked up by authorities 
after they were spotted by two | 
planes. Later, four others were | 
picked up in downtown Balti- 
more in a stolen car. 

The three who fled Catons- 
ville hospital made their get- 
away in a stolen state car. One | 
of them was picked up in a' 
short time. 

Commitments to the Jessup | 
institution are for indefinite , 
terms. Some of the captured | 
fugitives said they had escaped | 
because they felt they had no 
hope of being released.

New Trend in Cooking- 


Beer as an Ingredient 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

THE FINE OLD CULINARY art of cooking with 
wine has gained wide acceptance in America; now there 
is a new trend—cooking with beer. This beer cookery, 
whieh has become quite a thing in the larger cities of 
the East, was introduced recently in St. Louis at a 
Bierstube party given by the United States Brewers 
Foundation. Guests were members of the Bowling 
Writers Association of America, in town to cover the 
championghip games of the American Bowling Congress. 


- Thosé who have experimented with wine cookery 
know that the beverage does not add a strong flavor to 
the dishes in which it is used as an ingredient. It merely 
provides a subtle aceent. The same thing is true of beer; 
it simply. lends. a delightfully different tang. It would 
be most difficult to identify this elusive flavor if one 
did not know that beer had been used as the liquid in 
the recipe. 

Dishes prepared with beer as an ingredient are, of 
course, at their best when served with the same beverage. 
(This is the same principle followed in serving as a 
beverage the same wine used in preparing 4 dish in 
wine cookery. )

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No Way Yet Found to Give 
U.S. Surplus to World's a 


Without Disrupting bial 


Desperate Attempts to Dispose of rice 
at Home and Abroad Have Had Little 


Effect on Stockpile in Which Govern- 
ment Has Invested 9 Billion Dollars.

HE VAST FARM SURPLUSES in which the Government 
has invested more than nine billion dollars have piled up 
in spite of sometimes geaperaje efforts tp dispose of; thane 


at home and abroad. 


From mid-1952 until last No- 
vember the Commodity Credit 
Corp. was able to use surpluses 
with a purchase value of $14,- 
675,000,000. The average re- 
turn was about 70 cents on the 
dollar. The taxpayer lost, at 
least on books, 30 per cent, 
or $4,402,500,000. There were 
offsetting tangible gains, how- 
ever, which would show a con- 
siderable reduction in the loss 
if it were possible to caleulate 
them. 

About 55 per cent of the re- 
ceipts were from domestic and 
export sales for dollars, 22 per 
cent from transfers and dona- 
tions, 11 per cent from sales 
for foreign currencies, 10 per 
cent from barter and 2 per 
cent from payments in kind. 

Market Disruptions. 

Disposal programs must be 
handled in the light of possible 
disruption of dgmestic and for- 
eign markets. A way has not 
yet been found to provide mil- 
lions of the world’s needy with 
the excess bounty from Ameri- 
can farms. The United States 
has been accused of “dumping” 
its surplus grain on the world 
market to get rid of it. This 
has caused international com- 
plications and damaged rela- 
tions with other countries, par- 
ticularly with Canada. 

President Eisenhower said in 
a letter to Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ezra Taft Benson in 
February: 


“Today our supplies are mov- 
ing to foreign countries in 
large volume under special 
programs, and other nations 
with agricultural surpluses help 
in similar ways. Yet in some 
parts of the world millions of 
people are still going hungry. 
This condition is due partly to 
problems that cannot be wholly 
remedied. by.larger food sup- 
plies from abroad. Even so, we 
in America must do more to 
assure that food abundance— 
our own and that of our friends 
abroad—is used as effectively 
as possible where it is most 
urgently needed. 

“My earnest hope is that our 
people will put their hearts as 
well as their minds into this 
effort. It is more than surplus 
disposal, more than an attempt 
to foster ties and sympathies 
for America, It is an effort that 
I consider in full keeping with | 
the American tradition—that of * 
helping people in dire need 
who, with us, are devoted to up- 
holding and advancing the 
cause of freedom ... I request 
that you as Secretary of Agri- 
culture take the lead within 
our government in organizing 
and energizing this effort.” 

Disposal Programs. 

A 1954 statute, Public Law 
480 authorizes four types of 
disposal programs: Sale of sur- 
plus farm products for foreign 
currencies; grants of surplus 
for famine and other disaster 
relief (the Government an- 
nounced several days ago, for 
example, that Haiti is being 
given 7,000,000 pounds of rice, 
flour, corn meal and dry milk 
this fiscal year); donations of 
surplus commodities to relieve 
within the United States— 
through non-profit voluntary 
relief agencies; and barter of 
surplus for stategic materials. 

Finding ways of moving the 
surplus has proved difficult. 
Some persons have suggested 
bargain sales of commodities in 
the domestic market. The Agri- 
culture Department says this 
is impracticable. If the CCC is 
supporting wheat at $1.81 a 
bushel, for example, the de- 
partment says, sales at $1.70 
would only drive down market 
prices, which would mean in- 
creased support activity, more 
wheat entering the inventory, 
more sales, and additional 
trouble. 

Bargains, it is said, would 
also discourage the grain trade 
from buying and storing normal 
inventories of the current crop. 
Bargain sales are restricted by 


law. 
Donation Handicaps. 

There are practical handi- 
caps to the donation of com- 
modities, both at home and 
abroad. School lunch programs 
and charitable institutions can- 
not use the commodities that 
are in greatest supply—wheat, 
raw cotton and corn, Neither 
can foreign countries use these 
commodities for relief pur- 
poses. Most of the commodities 
donated for domestic and for- 
eign use have been the ready- 
to-use type, such as dairy 
products, rice and dry edible 
beans 


Although export sales are 
not restricted by statute, there 
are a number of obstacles to 
selling surpluses abroad. 
Among these are: 

Reduced demand for Amer- 
ican commodities due to a 
step-up of agricultural produc- 
tion by importing countries 
since the end of the last war; 
keen price competition, with 
the possibility that other ex- 
porting countries (some with 


Asians is rice, and has been 
t= centuries. The countries in 
which these Asians live are 
poor markets for wheat, which 
is perhaps the biggest headache 
for the CCC. 

The biggest single outlet for 
surplus has been sales for dol- 
lars for export and domestic 
use. Exports account for about 
60 per cent on a eost value 
basis. They are made usually 
at prices below domestic levels 
to enable American éxporters 
to compete in foreign markets. 
Buyers find out about available 
commodities through a monthly 
sales list with a circulation of 
12,000. 

Foreign Currency Sales. 

Sales for foreign currencies 
are designed to overcome dol- 
lar shortages among importing 
nations. Under this program 
a commercial importer in the 
foreign country buys surpluses 
from a United States exporter. 
He pays in foreign currency at 
a foreign bank. The American

expo American} 
dollars from a United States 


bank under an arrangement 
worked out in advance. The 
United States bank is reim- 
bursed by the Commodity 
Credit Corp. 

The foreign bank deposits the 
foreign currency to the credit 
of the United States. It is used 
abroad by the United States to 
buy strategic and critical ma- 
terials, develop new markets 
for American farm products, 
procure military equipment 
and’ services, pay United States 
obligations, and finance inter- 
national educational exchange 
activities. It is also loaned or 
granted to the importing coun- 
try for development purposes. 
There were agreements with 
36 countries last year.

tion on even terms in foreign 
markets. These approximate 
the difference between the 
United States price and the 


world price, which usually is 


the lower. The department, in 
most cases, used CCC com- 
modities, not cash, for the pay- 
ments. The value of the com- 
modity used for payment is de- 
termined by a formula. 

Cotton is now under this 
type of program. In addition, 
subsidies are paid to cotton 
textile exporters to enable 
them to compete. 

Barter Program. 

In the last 10 years large 
quantities of CCC-owned farm 
products have been bartered 
for strategic materials abroad. 
The list changes, but in Janu- 
ary cotton, tobacco, limited 
quantities of rice, wheat, corn, 
oats, barley sorghum grain, 
soybeans, butter and non-fat 
dry milk were available for 
barter. The CCC is reimbursed 
out of stockpiling funds and 
usually comes out about even. 
The barter program was. re- 
vised last year to prevent dis- 
ruption of world markets or re- 
placement of cash sales by 
barter. 

More than a fifth of the CCC 
surpluses have been donated to 
recipients in the United States 
and abroad. These. go to .non- 
profit lunch programs in 
schools of high. school grade

Is Joint Ownership 
a Substitute for a Will? 


HE Missouri Bar says that joint ownership is a substitute 
for a will “in the same sense that a size 34 suit will fit 
a man. It will fit some men, but not others.” 

It says “A joint ownership always involves a gamble as to 
who dies first. While you may change your will from time to 
time, joint tenancy is fixed and rigid. It may involve gift and 
estate tax complications... It does not provide for your 
minor children.” 

“The most that can be said is that, in some cases and for 
certain kinds of property, joint ownership may be useful as 
a legal device, in addition to a will.” 

There are other important disadvantages in joint owner- 
ship, particularly if your estate exceeds $60,000. If property 
is in joint names the entire amount is included in the estate 
of the first joint owner to die, except to the extent that the 
survivor can show that his or hér money paid for the prop- 
erty. That is no disadvantage but, since under joint ownership 
the surviving owner becomes owner of the entire property, 
everything that is in joint names will be included in the 
estate of the survivor. If the survivor lives for ten years after 
the first joint owner all property in joint names will be taxed 
in his or her estate. Therefore if the property in joint names 
exceeds $60,000, the amount exempt from Federal estate tax, 
in most cases it will result in a needless increase in taxes upon 


your will—one trust to qualify for the marital deduction and 
the other trust not to qualify. You can provide that the in- 
come from both trusts go to your wife for life and give her 
the right to dispose of the principal of the marital trust by 
her will, but give her no such right to dispose of the principal 
of the residual trust.

Our Defense Mercenaries 


President Eisenhower's faith in 
the ability of the military aspects 
of his mutual security program to 
provide this country with the nec- 
essary conventional armed forces 
to cope with an enemy aggression 
prompts me to cite a comment 
made many years ago: 


“I say, therefore, that the arms 
by which one defends his posses- 
sions are either his own, or else 
mercenaries, or auxiliaries, or 
mixed. 

“The mercenaries and auxil- 
faries are useless and dangerous, 
and if any one supports his state 
by the arms of mercenaries, he 
will never stand firm or sure, as 
they are disunited, ambitious, 
without discipline, faithless, bold 
amongst friends, cowardly 
amongst enemies, they: have no 
fear of God, and keep no faith 
with men. 

“Ruin is only deferred as long 
as the assault is postponed; in 
peace you are despoiled by them, 
and in war by the enemy. The 
cause of this is that they have no 
love or other motive to keep them 
in the field beyond a trifling 
wage, which is not enough to 
make them ready to die for you. 

“They are quite willing to be 
your soldiers so long as you do 
not make war, but when war 
comes, it is either fly or decamp 
altogether. 

“Mercenary captains are either 
very capable men or not; if they 
are, you cannot rely upon them, 
for they will always aspire to 
their own greatness, either by 
oppressing you, their master, or 
by oppressing others against your 
intentions; but if the captain is 
not an able man, he will generally 
ruin you.” 

It seems to me that this com- 
ment has important implications 
relating to the short-sighted pol- 
icy of propping up various mili- 
tary dictatorships throughout the 
“free” world, as well as to our 
own lack of reliable forces. The 
author was Machiavelli.

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Revoke the Power 


The Missouri House special committee in- 
vestigating the Fulton power contract has 
ended its efforts and submitted its report 
without ever at any point having come to 
grips with the important issues involved. 

The questions to which the investigating 
committees should have found the answers, 
and to which it has not even supplied clues, 
are: 

1. Has Gov. Blair been showing favoritism 
in the allbcation of state business to several 
power companies, one of them a former 
client and all of them possible clients if he 
should return to law practice? 

2. What new legislation is required at Jef- 
ferson City to establish a system of state pur- 
chasing which will insure that all business 
enterprises will be allowed to compete for 
the state’s business on an equal basis and 
that the awards will be made for the sole 
purpose of giving Missouri taxpayers the 
most for their money? 

3. If appearances have done the Governor 
an injustice, what are the facts that will do 
him justice? , 

The committee barely refers to these fun- 
damental matters, and insofar as it does so at 
all its comments are contradictory. 

It says the method used at Fulton is au- 
thorized by law; but it goes on to say 
that “‘the procedure followed ... was not 
the procedure preferred by law. The Gen- 
eral Assembly intended and the statutes con- 
templated public notice and advertisement 
for bids for all purchases except in the most 
extraordinary circumstances.” 

, * * * 

That is the only indication in this remark- 
able timorous and uninformative report that 
the Fulton contract was let without public 
notice and without advertising for bids. 
There is still no determination whether Gov. 
Blair dictated the method used at Fulton or 
whether it came about in some manner as 
yet undisclosed. And there is no suggestion 
that the private, noncompetitive negotiation 
of contracts, far from being reserved for “ex- 
traordinary circumstances,” has already been 
repeated at projected new state institutions 
in Moberly and Tipton. 

Finally, though frowning on state purchas- 
ing by that method, and although asserting 
that the Governor possesses the authority so 
to transact the state’s business if he chooses, 
the committee affirms that “the present laws 
and regulations providing for the procedures 
under which supplies and services are pur- 
chased for the state are sufficient. The opin- 
ion of the committee is that no new legisla- 
tion in this field is necessary or desirable.” 

In other words, the loopholes for abuse 
of authority are there, but the investigating 
committee sees no reason for closing them. 
To the contrary, we see every reason for 
closing them. Is any Governor of Missouri 
from now on to be authorized to favor cer- 
tain suppliers and arbitrarily exclude others, 
and to conclude contracts without public 
knowledge? 

* . * 

The investigators do make some few flut- 
tering gestures toward coming to grips with 
at least something by calling for a survey of 
heat and power needs at Fulton State Hos- 
pital and recommending that the State Pur- 
chasing Agent advertise for bids. This is, 
however, in no sense an acceptable solution 
of the problem symptomized at Fulton and 
spreading elsewhere. The Legislature cannot 
investigate and pass on every state contract, 
nor would it be desirable for it to do so if it 
could. It is the Legislature’s business to cre- 
ate the legislative mandate which will give 
suppliers a fair shake and taxpayers their 
money’s worth on all contracts. 

If the Legislature has vested in the office of 
Governor the authozity to award state busi- 
ness by personal whim—and that is the plain 
intimation of the investigating committee's 
report—it cannot too quickly revoke that un- 
wise and potentially dangerous power. 


The Bleaker the Better 

Several State Senators are said to take a 
bleak view of the House-approved bill to clut- 
ter up Missouri auto license plates with the 
slogan, “Family Vacationland.” The idea is 
not even original. Maine already calls itself 
“Vacationland,” families included, apparent- 
ly. Other states try to entice tourists with 
such license-plate slogans as “Tour Kentucky” 
or “Visit Oklahoma,” while Minnesota ad- 
vertises “10,000 Lakes,’ Florida promises 
“Sunshine” and Michigan a “Water Wonder- 
land.” Aside from tourism, there are many 
plugs for products: wheat (Kansas), beef (Ne- 
braska), potatoes (Idaho), peaches (Georgia). 
The unmarred license plate is a rarity. About 
the only thing left to Missouri to advertise is 
itself, which ought to be quite enough. 


Burning Issue in Oklahoma 

When the cowboy humorist Will Rogers 
got off his crack some 30 years ago about 
states that “vote dry so long as any. citizen 
can stagger to the polls,” he was talking, 
among others, about his native Oklahoma. 
On the lawbooks, the Sooner State has been 
a stronghold of the prohibitionists ever since 
it entered the Union back in 1907. Actually 
it has been a good customer of the liquor 
interests. Whether all this gets upset will 
depend on what happens in Oklahoma's state- 
wide “rum referendum” Tuesday. 

The hard choice on liquor comes about 
because the state of Alfalfa Bill Murray and 
those Aggie athletes elected 33-year-old J. 
Howard Edmondson to the governorship last 
year. The young candidate ran on a repeal 
plank and won. Now, being a man of con- 
science, he is making good on his pledge 
to put fhe issue to a vote. 

Gov. Edmondson’s case is that it is time 
to make Oklahoma honest and to stop the 
bootlegging industry which has waxed fat on 
the illegal trade. Moreover states all around 
Oklahoma have gobbled up revenue on hard 
liquor sent into Oklahoma which otherwise 
would have gone into the state treasury at 
Oklahoma City. A fair share of the $3,500,000 
in liquor revenue that parched -Kansas takes 
in annually is on whisky and other hard 
liquor en route to Oklahoma for illegal sale 
there. Texas is another friendly passer of 
the flowing cup—for a hefty take in taxes. 
Within Oklahoma the “boots”—as the local 
vendors are called — even advertise the 
promptness and courtesy of their home 
delivery service. The illegal trade is estimated 
up to $100,000,000 annually. 

If Gov. Edmondson has his way the pint 
passers who now can be reached, so we are 
advised, at any hour of the day or night, 
holidays included, will go out of business. 
Hard liquor will be sold only at designated 
stores at certain hours. To legalize liquor

Since then the cost of living has nearly tri- 
pled. Such a salary is no longer ample to 
attract the qualified professionals the city 
must have running its hospitals and important 
departments. A Yes is clearly called for. 


Spark of Encouragement 


A spark of encouragement was struck by 
U.N. Secretary General Hammarskjold amidst 
the murky speculations about how the Berlin 
crisis may or may not be resolved. Ham- 
marskjold, returning from Southeast Asia, 
had a lengthy talk with Khrushchev and was 
impressed by the Russian leader’s “will to 
negotiate.” He was convinced that Khrush- 
chev’s intentions are “serious,” that he wants 
discussions to settle disputes and not for the 
purpose of further delays. 

The Secretary General’s exceptional status 
in the diplomatic world gives special weight 
to his appraisal. He was too wise to predict 
the outcome of negotiations. But speculation 
on that point cguld not be nearly as encour- 
aging as the considered judgment. that 
Khrushchev is ready to seek settlements. It 
is out of such a frame of mind that new— 
and, hopefully, better — international ar- 
rangements will come. And it is encouraging 
to know that the moment of opportunity may 
be at hand. 

The diplomats of both camps should make 
the most of it. 


U. of Mo., Book Publisher 


It is altogether appropriate that the first 
book to be issued by the new University of 
Missouri Press should be a work of scholar- 
ship. Entitled “Seventeenth Century Songs 
and Lyrics,” it is a collection of 400 items 
gathered by Dr. John P. Cutts, former visit- 
ing member of the English faculty at the 
State University, now a member of the staff 
at the University of Alberta, Canada. 

Dr. Cutts did much of his research in the 
British Museum, London, and the Bodleian 
Library, Oxford. The value of this work is 
attested by the consultant at the Folger 
Library in Washington, James G. McManaway, 
who says that the Cutts collection represents 
“an ‘important body of verse, hitherto com- 
pletely inaccessible and almost completely 
unknown.” But though the work is one of 
scholarship, it is intended to entertain the 
general reader, too. For the songs range 
from “ballads of the tavern camaraderie to 
sincere religious lyrics.” 

Across the country there are some 40 
university presses and taken as a whole they 
publish many of the most worthwhile books. 
There is a new university press at Southern 
Illinois University, Carbondale, and _ at 
Urbana the University of Illinois Press has 
been rejuvenated with new direction and 
enterprise which are responsible for valuable 
publications in Lincolniana and other fields. 
The press at Columbia is a significant for- 
ward step for the University of Missouri. 
Its development under Dr. William H. Peden 
will be watched with interest. 


No Insupportable Burden 

Large corporations in New York, which has 
just turned to withholding income tax collec- 
tion, report no serious difficulties with the 
new system. The New York Telephone Co. 
estimates that withholding will cost it $150,- 
000 for its 78,000 employes the first year 
(less than $2 per employe), but the reason 
for this cost is that New York’s withholding 
is far more complicated than the federal sys- 
tem. General Electric, with 55,000 employes, 
says the changeover was taken in stride. New 
York Life Insurance Co. says its task was 
relatively easy because it already must with- 
hold taxes for 12 other states as well as for 
the Federal Government. The Commerce and 
Industry Association states that alert busi- 
nesses faced no serious difficulties. 

Here in Missouri, the standard complaint 
against pay-as-you-go taxation is that it places 
an undue burden on employers. The answer 
to that complaint is the actual experience of 
employers in withholding states. Withhold- 
ing does add something to their costs, but it 
also adds to state revenue without imposing 
new taxes. Tax-conscious industries ought to 
prefer withholding for that reason.

It is a possibility, but only a pos- 
sibility, of course, that Mr. Macmil- 
lan, the conductor of the tour, will 
be able to persuade his companions 
to continue the journey beyond the 
first leg. 

To say there are “differences” or 


“disagreements” is to get the picture 
out of perspective, Both Mr. Eisen- 
hower and Mr. Khrushchev have re- 
sponsibilities far broader than does 
Mr. Macmillan. The latter is not the 
leader of an alliance, The other two 
are. They dare not be as bold in 
new ideas. Mr. Macmillan doesn’t 
expect them to be. He recognizes 
that he is freer than they are to 
think boldly. 

What he is proposing, in effect, is 
an agreement to end the “cold war” 
along the European sector of its 
front line. In theory this may be pos- 
sible. In practice the price for both 
Moscow and Washington could be 
very, very high. The conductor of 
a cruise travels free—the passengers 
have to pay. 

For Mr. Khrushchev the price of 
the full ticket would be to give up 
the active pursuit of further prov- 
inces for the Soviet empire in Eu- 
rope. For Mr. Eisenhower the price 
would be acceptance de facto if not 
de jure of the present frontiers of 
that empire. It would mean the end 
of the “liberation” policy as it has 
been understood. Washington would 
have to dismantle what is left of its 
“liberation” operations and leave the 
future of the peoples of Eastern Eu- 
rope to themselves. 

The tickets are expensive on both 
sides. It may be months before we 
can hope to know whether the cus- 
tomers can afford the price. 


Secretary Benson’s Farm. Failures From The Parsons (Kan.) Sun 


Secretary Benson is going far 
afield in efforts to defend his fail- 
ures in the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

In a letter to the New York Her. 
ald Tribune, Benson said “the farm 
program now in effect is not that of 
this Secretary of Agriculture,” add- 
ing that his program never has been 
enacted. 

Let’s see. Benson has been Secre- 
tary of Agriculture for six years. 
While Congress has not given him 
everything he has asked, it has gone 
along on major requests and chief 
among them has been a lower Goy- 


ernment program of flexible crop 
supports. 

Farm surpluses have been accumu- 
lating all the while. Corn and wheat 
surpluses are twice as large as when 
Benson took over in 1953. Handling 
and storage charges alone on sur- 
plus commodities are 1% billion dol- 
lars a year. Taxpayers have about 
nine billion dollars tied up in sur- 
plus crops. 

Benson shouldn’t be blamed for 
all of this. Democrats didn’t do any 
better and had no solution of the 
farm problem, either. But Benson 
cannot escape the fact. that he has 


Between Book Ends Reason for Their Anger 


THE UNSPEAKABLE SKIPTON, by 
Pamela Hansford Johnson. (Harcourt, 
Brace, 249 pgs., $3.95.) 


Miss Pamela Hansford Johnson 
belongs to that too numerous group 
of excellent British novelists who 
are rarely published here, and when 
they are, not 
bought. (Her hus- 
band, C. P. Snow 
is, oddly enough, 
another.) Such of 
her novels as I 
have come across 
have been rela- 
tively serious 
studies of young- 
ish women and 
their personal 
problems. mostly Pamela Johnson 
Unspeakable Skipton” is quite a dif- 
ferent type of novel. It is described 
on the jacket, with the usual imper- 
ception, as “entertainment” of a high 
order.” 

If this is what Miss Johnson 
intended, one can only say she is 
unspeakable, not poor Daniel Skip- 
ton, although it is true much of the 
book is hilarious.

are led by Dorothy, a famous, and 
bad, female poetic dramatist. They 
are in the upper stratum of the lit- 
erary and social world, quite dis- 
tinguished on the surface, almost 
completely worthless within. A num- 
ber of other characters, English and 
otherwise, appear for various pur- 
poses. All are very well done. I was 
especially fond of the “madly grand” 
Mrs. Jones, a duke’s granddaughter 
te is aristocratically ungrammati- 
cal. 

Skipton goes around with these 
people in Bruges and eventually 
quarrels with them shortly before 
their departure. He has attempted 
to get money out of them, and others, 
by every device from shilling for 
a bawdy show to negotiating the 
sale of a bogus “Wouters,” a Flem- 
ish primitive. He is brought to rea- 
lize he is completely, permanently 
destitute, having alienated all his 
friends and relatives. As the book 
closes he is dying while his land- 
lady’s loutish daughter  cavorts 
around the room laughing gaily at 
his peculiar socks, hanging on a line 
to dry. This is almost as macabre a 
scene as that in Waugh’s “A Handful 
of Dust,” in which Tony learns he 
must go on rereading Dickens in the 
Brazilian jungle till he dies.

said the report, “lies in the 
methods employed by the Unit- 
ed States to dispose of agri- 
cultural surpluses — particu- | 
larly wheat surpluses —in re- 
cent years. These methods have 
been regarded by responsible 
Canadians not only as unortho- 
dox but as representing unfair 
competition which has had 
serious adverse effects on Can- 
ada’s ability to export wheat.” 

The North American conti- 
nent has historically been the 
major source of wheat for the 
world’s deficit areas. Canada 
and the United States have | 
produced 20 to 25 per cent of 
the world wheat supply but 
about 50 per cent of wheat and 
flour exports. Wheat is much 
more important to the Can- 
adian economy than to the 
United States; in 1956 wheat 
accounted for 19.6 per cent of 
cash income from farm mar- 
ketings in Canada, but only 
for 5.9 per cent in the United 
States. 

Canadian farmers have been 
getting far less than the Amer- 
ican support price for wheat, 
which causes unfriendly feel- 
ings in the border states and 
provinces. Canadian wheat is 
marketed through the wheat 
board, a compulsory Govern- 
ment-operated pool. 

Both the United States and 
Canada have been members of 
the international wheat agree- 
ment from its start in the 
1949-1950 marketing year. The 
present extension of the pact 
will expire July 31. The agree- 
ment is in effect a multilateral 
éontract under which export- 
ers agree to supply specified 
quantities at maximum price 
and importers agree to take 
specified quantities at mini- 
mum price. A major Canadian- 
American objective which has 
not been realized, has been to 
encourage importing countries 
to reduce their efforts to stim- 
ulate uneconomic production at 
home.

In contrast also to Young's 
publicity is the operation of 
Lausche. When Lausche was 
defeated for Governor in 1946 
he became counsel for the New 
York Central at $50,000 a year.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fila., 
April 6.

LET IT NEVER BE SAID of Don Cornell: “There goes a 


timid soul.” 


I have proof, and in plenty, in several pages of ill-assorted 
notes taken during an interview with the singer. 


First page: “Middleweight 
.-» heavy—hero . .. BOOM!” 

This may be interpreted to 
mean that as a pretty fair 
journeyman boxer back in his 
Bronx high school days, Don 
won an athletic scholarship to 
Texas Western College in El 
Paso. 

He did so well that he had 
thought of fighting for pay un- 
til his ill-starred attempt to 
play campus hero. He stepped 
out of the middleweight class 
in an emergency to uphold his 
alma mater’s honor by taking 
on the heavyweight in a tour- 
ney. “Boom!” End of fight. 

Next page: “Hassle ...Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury... 
banned.” He feels he came out 
better in this one. 

“One of my gold records... 
sold a million copies... was 
‘Hold My Hand.’ Remember? 
Well, the lyrics speak of the 
Kingdom of Heaven and the 
Archbishop banned it in Eng- 


land. Also, “The Bible Tells Me. 


So,’ another hit over here was 
banned in England. 

“Well, I sat right down and 
wrote him a letter to ask why. 
He said this was not the Brit- 
isher’s cup of tea and it was 
not fitting that ‘God’ and the 
‘Kingdom of Heaven’ should 
be heard in a milk bar. 


‘So I wrote him right back 
and asked merely, ‘What are 
the lyrics te ‘God Save the 
Queen?’ I never heard from 
him again.” 


Cornell was warming up. 

Next page: “Rock 'n Roll!!!” 

The exclamation points were 
in his voice. You couldn’t miss 
them. 

This means he hates the stuff, 
won't sing it, calls it “discord 
and dissonance” and a few oth- 
er assorted epithets, can’t wait 
to see it leave and if it hangs 
around much longer, he won't. 
He'll take to the legitimate 
stage. 

His brown eyes narrow and 
his handsome Italian face dark- 
ens a little as he speaks. This, 
to Cornell, born Domenico 
Cornello, is a battle well worth 
fighting. A formidable oppo- 
nent, as were the heavyweight 
and the venerable Archbishop. 
To a ballad singer, putting 
“Stardust” and “Prisoner of 
Love” to rock 'n’ roll rhythm is 
little short of sacrilege. 

Now appearing in the Boule- 
vard Room of the Sheraton- 
Jefferson Hotel, Cornell never- 
theless has made one conces- 
sion to the new era of sound. 
He is not one to stand still 
before a mike and let the times 
move on without him. 

“If I’m singing for a teen- 
age audience, I sing the same 
songs the adults would like, 
but I bring in just a shadow 
of rock ‘n’ roll in the accom- 
paniment. Not much, 
enough to give it the beat they 
like. But in the background, 
not in the singing. 

“As a matter of fact, I have 
just re-recorded my hit records 
with this different accompani- 
ment.” 

The list of hits is long, the 
titles familiar. “I Walk Alone,” 
“I’m Yours,” “It Isn’t Fair,” 
“Heart of My Heart.”. There

are albums too: “For You,” 
“Don,” “Let’s Get Lost,” “For 
Teen-Agers Only.” 

Don likes the new genera- 
tion, and the new generation 
likes him. They’re the ones 
who bolster the record market, 
and his hit tunes gather no 
dust on dealers’ shelves. 

He doesn’t blame them for 
wanting a beat instead of a 
ballad. He blames first of all 
the recording companies, then 
the dise jockeys. 

“That's what they hear. 
That's what they're exposed to. 

“But several years ago, young 
people would have’ wanted a 
ballad. Today, all that many 
of them listen for is the beat. 
It’s a jumbo of sound, played 
by musicians, supposedly, and 
often played off key. 

“I won't sing it because 1! 
can't stay off key that long.” 

Where and when will it end? 
No one knows. Certairily, not 
Cornell. gut he can’t wait for 
the day. 

“And that day will come 
when the recording companies 
will stop putting out that kind 
of music.” 

Don grew up in the Perry 
Como-Frank Sinatra-Tony Mar- 
tin school of music and there's 
where he plans to stay. An ex- 
band soloist, as were many of 
his contemporaries, including 
Como and Sinatra, he decided 
to gamble on his own after he 
had recorded “It Isn’t Fair.” 

He was then guitarist and 
soloist with Sammy Kaye, but 
the record’s success gave him 
courage to free-lance’ in the re- 
cording field. 

“I went with RCA-Victor but 
they had another fellow there 
named Perry Como and an- 
other named Tony Martin and 
another named Eddie Fisher. 
They would pass out the music 
from the publishing houses to 
them and to the other singers 
and they would accept or re- 
ject a number. Then it would 
finally get to me, with maybe 
rejects from every other singer 
in the place. I felt I was really 
out in left field, 

“I didn’t have a contract, so

I was feeling pretty low when 
I ran into a friend of mine, 
Jim Hilliard. He asked me to 
make one recording for him, 
just as a gamble. We figured 
I couldn't lose. 

“Well, that was ‘I Walk 
Alone’ and it was my first gold 
record. Another side was ‘ I'm 
Yours,’ and that was another 
gold record. I had six gold rec- 
ords in a row.” 

This obviously took him out 
of left field and into the bat- 
ter’s box. And the hits came 
fast. 

Now a successful free-lancer, 
working at recording dates or

-year, he owns a home on a 
10-acre New Jersey tract, next 
door to Les Paul and Mary 
Ford, and here he spends his 
leisure time with his family of 
three. His wife is an ex-school 
teacher whom he met during a 
club date in Kansas City. The 
children are Donna Marie, 5, 
and Louis (Luigi), 7 months. 


His widowed mother still 
lives in the old neighborhood 
in the Bronx and try as he 
will, he can’t uproot her.

Many rooms are dark because 
porches onto which they open 
keep out a good deal of the 
light. Ripping off the porch is 
the best solution, but if you 
paint the interior surfaces of 
the porch in white, you will get 
a lot more reflected light into 
the adjoining rooms. 

General lighting conditions 
in basements can be improved 
considerably by giving the ma- 
sonry walls and ‘voodwork a 
coat of paint.

LONDON, April 6. 

IN EILAT, we lunched with the Mayor and afterward 
took a trip in a glass-bottomed boat to look at the coral 
and the beautiful colored fish of the Red sea. Four years 
ago they had one boat; today they have 10. That is per- 


haps a good way to gauge the growth of Eilat. 


The fish are many and varied, but I was particularly 
fascinated by a kind of sapphire blue variety which, dart- 
ing through the water, looked more beautiful than any of 
the others. We were told we did not have time to go out 
to the best coral beds, but what we did see was interest- 
ing and we were grateful for the time allowed us for this 
little trip. 

We flew directly from Eilat to Beersheba. There is no 
real landing strip there; the planes just land in the field. 
But everyone was waiting to greet us and take us at once 
to the opening of the Youth Aliyah day center. 


With the new influx of immigrants to Israel, 
these day centers have proved very valuable for 
the older children from 14 to 17. They have to 
learn Hebrew as quickly as possible; and at the 
same time, if they come from countries where 
they have a regular education, they must not be 
allowed to fall back in their studies. It might be 
difficult to fit them into the regular school system, 
so the day centers provide both educational and 
vocational work. They also provide a place where 
many children of the community come to play to- 
gether. 


The director is usually chosen because of his capacity 
for giving special guidance to this age group, and by the 
time they go into the army they will be prepared to get 
the maximum out of their training and vocational experi- 
ence. The boys remain two and a half years, the girls two 
years. 

Although a cold wind blew up as we sat on the plat- 
form in Beersheba during the dedication of this center, no 
one seemed to notice it—least of all the youngsters who 
played and sang for us. A group of girls danced for us in 
bare feet on the board platform, and I felt they certainly 
But not a girl 
seemed to experience the slightest discomfort, and I 
thought again what hardy youngsters these were. 

We were fairly frozen by the time the speeches ended. 
I felt very much honored in having the youth center dedi- 
cated in my name, but I must confess I was glad when 
we were able to get back in the car and drive around the 
town, It has grown completely different from my recol- 
lection of four years ago. Then there were 20,000 people 
init; now there are 42,000. 

On my very first visit, seven years ago, I saw a young 
man and his wife who had just arrived and settled in a 
little two-room house. Three years later I saw them again. 
They were better settled, they were happy because he was 
a good carpenter and had plenty of work, but she had no 
ehildren and felt there was a shadow in the house. 


This time I asked the Mayor if I might go and 
see them again, and to my joy I found that they 
have two children, a boy and a girl. Their garden 

— is growing, and her husband, in his spare time, is 

- adding two and a half rooms te the house. These 
are substantially built, and the wife told me with 
pride they would have a bathroom. Her icebox 
already stood in the kitchen, though the roof is 
nat yet on.

Jules Verne Leads in Space

Verne, who died shortly 


after the turn of the century 
and before much of anything 
ever got off the ground, made 
a startling number of space- 
e predictions in his science 
on; many of them being 
proved practical in essence 


ay. 

In the novel he called “From 
the Earth to the Moon,” and 
its sequel, “Round the Moon,” 
the imaginative Verne sent a 
space ship to the moon and 
back to earth by a simple, 
mildly scientific method. 

Verne’s characters, the lead- 
ers of a gun club, were dis- 
traught at the thought of no 
more wars and hence no fur- 
ther use for their pride and 
joy—artillery pieces. 


That was when they decided 
on going to the moon. 

The method? Simple. Just 
build a big enough cannon and 
shoot a projectile to the moon. 

Jules did not hit on liquid 
propellants, exotic fuels and 
such, but he came up with a 
cannon capable, according to 
his own intricate calculations, 
of sending a projectile weigh- 
ing nearly 20,000 pounds into 
space. 

The gun club proceeded to 
build a cannon, all of Its 900- 
foot length sunk into the 
ground. Where did they build 
it? On the southern tip of 
Florida, of course, (Check your 
map for Cape Canaveral’s lo- 
cation.)

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dubbed the Columbiad, was 
stuffed with a couple hundred 
tons of gun cotton. This was 
to be set off by electric sparks. 
(They don’t touch off moon 
rockets nowadays with matches 
or firebrands, either.) 


Verne figured the resulting 
blast would give the projectile 
an initial velocity of 12,000 
yards per second, or roughly 
he 500 m.p.h. (They're power- 

moon rockets now for a 

velocity of 25,000 m.p.h.) 


Like modern space engi- 
neers, Verne thought of the 
safety of his travelers. How 
would they withstand the 
shock of the initial blast-off? 

Float ’em in water, the Air 
Foree has discovered recently. 
Verne did too, in the last cen- 
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tury. His three aeronauts were 
inclosed in an airtight cabin 
inside the main _ projectile. 
Their cabin in turn was mount- 
ed on a raft floating on three 
feet of water, with a system of 
breakable plugs to give under 
the strain. 

Verne also figured out how 
to keep his space travelers 
breathing, during their flight. 
His imagination provided 
chemicals to replenish oxygen 
and absorb carbon monoxide. 
(Air regeneration systems, the 
space scientists of today call 
them.) 

The fabulous science-fiction 
artist of the 1800s also touched 
briefly on supersonics. His 
heroes, once they were sent 
into space by an explosion that 
shook Florida, discovered that 
they failed to hear the slightest 
sound from the tremendous 
blast. After giving some 
thought to this, they discovered 
they were traveling much fast- 
er than the sound from the 
cannon. 

Verne was careful not to let 
his threesome land on the 
moon, but was equally careful 
not to admit his calculations 
had been in error. 

His fearless travelers, at one 
point in their journey, were 
nearly hit by a speeding aster- 
oid. The magnetic pull of the 
asteroid, they determined, 
threw them off course enough 
to barely miss the moon. 

They did orbit around it, 
however, coming within 25 
miles of the lunar surface. 
(Much closer than Russia's Lu- 
nik or America's Explorer, by 
the way.) 

Verne, with astute fore- 
sight, had his projectile 
equipped with small rockets 
for the return trip. At just 
the right moment in the pro- 
jectile’s orbit around the 
moon, the rockets (modern 
spacemen call them retro- 
rockets) were fired, pushing 
the craft away from the 
moon. 

They gave just enough shove 
to get the projectile past the 
moon's gravity. From there it 
was simple. It merely fell to 
the earth. 

The speed of the free fall 
was not enough to cause the
